BIG NITRO PURCHASE 


.Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 15.—James B. 


McNamara's purchase of 600 pounds of 
nitrogelatin with part of which he blew 
up the Los Angeles Times building, was 
described at the "dynamite conspiracy" 
trial today by Gedrge; Phillips, assistant 
superintendent of a powder company. 


Phillips testified that on September 


23, 1910, seven.days before the Los An- 
geles explosion, ,he delivered to .three 
men at the power company's wharf ten 
cases of explosive, each case weighing 
fifty pounds. One of- the men,-said the 
witness, was McNamara, another was, a 
man "with a bad.left.eye" and the third 
'looked like_ a Mexican." 
' Phillips said the men" loaded the ex- 
plosive on the launch Peerless and left. 
He identified various receipts and bills 
and wrappings from off the explosives 
which had been exhibited before the Los 
Angeles grand jury. The witness said 
nine cases of the nitrogelatin afterward 
were recovered by the San Francisco po- 
lice. \Frederick A.' Behmke, San Fran- 
cisco, told of having sold a tarpaulin to 
David Caplan, one of MoSamara's ac- 
complices, who 'Hooked like a foreigner." 
The tarpaulin was used by the dyna- 
miters to cover the explosive. 


Ortie McManigaV's testimony was in-

HIGH SCHOOL GOSSIP 


Manicuring an ocean liner is a very 


expensive aad diflicult'piece of business, 
as every one who lias ever lived near a 
shipyard knows. This is especially true 
of ships that arc plying the tropic seas. 
There are numerous growths that at- 
tach themselves to the bottoms of ocean- 
going vessels that not only impede the 
progress of the ship through the waves, 
but weight it down- to such an extent 
that it loses some of its cargo-carrying 
capacity. 


Then, too, the little marine animals 


cause the steel plates to corrode. The 
result is that vessels must be docked 
once in a while and. the bottom carefully 
scraped. 


An Australian shipmaster has made 


it unnecessary to dock ships for ordi- 


nary bottom scraping and cleaning. He 
has invented a machine that does the 
work while the vessel is tied up load- 
ing cargo and the only expense incurred 
is that paid for electric current and 
the wage* of the mun who operates the 
machine. 


A submersible electric motor has' been 


coupled to a set of bni.ihes. These are 
lowered. over the side of the ship and 
the current turned on. \Vhcn the mo- 
tor begins to whir it not only turns the 
brushes and causes them to crawl along 
the shop's bottom, but it also operates a 
small propeller which pushes the ma- 
chine always against the side of the 
vessel. 
All the man in charge i»'. re- 


quired to do is to keep the machine 
from climbing over the bulwarks and to 
shift the machine along to a new "path.

satety first" crusade which noAv appears to be takin" 


serious hold upon the men entrusted with the operation of 
transportation lines, both steam and electric, is undoubt- 
edly entitled to credit for having performed, a distinct pub- 
lic service. And work of this character ?s being undert-aken 
none too soon. The "safety first" principle would have 
averted the Kingsland disaster. In still more recent his- 
tory it would have obviated the slaughter of some fifteen 
persons and the serious injury of as mauv more in the dis- 
aster at Indianapolis which has just horrified the country. 
.No trainman properly imbued with the idea of safety Be- 
fore other considerations, would have left an open switch 
and without further attention entrusted its closing to an- 
other. He would have made it his business to personally 
see that it was closed. 


"Safety First" clubs are being organized on the trac- 


tion lines operating in and out of Fort Wayne. Several of 
the steam lines touching this city are also taking up the 
movement and attempting to impress upon the minds of 
officials and employes the fact that to place human life in 
peril is not only a crime against society but the worst type 
of disloyalty to the company, quite apart from the ele- 
ment of personal danger to the employe who willingly or 
thoughtlessly "takes a chance" to make up time, to main- 
tain his schedule or to contribute to his showing for 
promptness as an operative. It is claimed with perfect 
reasonableness that eighty per cent, of transportation ac- 
cidents are avoidable. Let the transportation companies 
take a square stand for the new principle. Let them give 
their employes to understand that no penalization will fol- 
low a failure of schedules when necessitated by the ex- 
igencies of its application. Let employes come to regard 


• safety as the most important consideration, and then let 
the public show its appreciation of the effort by an exhi- 
bition of patience instead of condemnation if trains and 
cars arc occasionally a trifle late when it is in no particular 
hurry, anyway. 


It Ought Jx> Be 
Helpful. 


In manifesting.a disposition to get in closer touch 


with, school affairs, and to assist school authorities in the 
regulation of conditions affecting their sons and their 
daughters, the mothers of Fort Wayne are taking a step 
that ought to be conducive of infinite good. Nobody can 
'justly charge the pupils of any unusual tendency to"way- 
wardness, but they have arrived at a time of life when the 
.need of judicious, thoughtful, helpful restraint will count 
largely as character and taste and inclination is bein°- 
formed for life. The substitution of "clubs" for the out- 
lawed fraternities is at best a subterfuge that taxes pa- 
tience, and is defensible only by the lame argument that 
•until a Y. M. C. A. or similar institution is provided, it is 
the only substitute that appeals to the growing lad or en- 
lists his enthusiastic interest. After all, no influence is 
ap to be quite so strong as the home-influence, and'the 
formation of the High School Parent-Teachers club is a 
step to more closely ally the school and the home in' the 
'development of all that is best in the way of character as 
well as of educational equipment.

(Plttsburg Dispatch.) 


That collision in Jnuiana in which 


fifteen persons were killed and as many 
more injured when a passenger train 
ran through an open switch and crashed 
into a freight offers one of the clearest 
cases of 
tha fatal 
tendency to take 


chances in railroading. The switch was 
left open because one man expected' 
some of the other brakemen to close it. 
Tho others either did not notice it or 
supposed that someone else had attended 
to it. ' 


It goes without saying that if there 


is any one business where nothin" can 
safely be left to chance, it is the op- 
tion of a railroad. 
Time and again 


wrecks 
and 
accidents 
are 
reported 


caused by someone assuming, instead of 
making sure. 
Because something has 


been done or omitted to be done once 
without resulting mishap, it is human 
nature to presume on that immunity 
until the doing or leaving undone be- 
comes habitual. But that way lies the 
peril. The theory of risk is overshad- 
owed by the repeated practical denKin- 
stration that the risk ie, so far, not so 
great, until some day there comes snJi 
an accident as that of yesterday that 
establishes the infallibility of the the- 
ory at fearful cost. 


There are certain classes of accidents 


for which tho management's insistence 
on schedule is undoubtedly jointy re- 
sponsible. There are other classes where 
the management may plead impotence 
to guard against individual dereliction. 
But what of tho automatic systems de- 
vised to guard against just such in- 
stances of human fallibility? 
The in- 


stallation of a block signal system rec- 
ommended by the state railroad commis- 
sion was urged to prevent this very 
thine. 


THE PRESIDENT'S DUTIES.

With every change of administration,

WAS AN EXPERIMENT 


Washington, D. C., Xov. 14.—The fed- 


eral department of agriculture, after 
years of trial, hsia brought into the 
world a cew and probably useful farnj 
animal. The new animal is a zebra- 
fa irs«. 
The sire, the beautiful Grevy 


zebra in the national zoological park, 
vaj presented to Theodore Roosevelt bv 
the kiog of Abyssinia, and is the larg- 
est of its species ever seen in America. 
The mother was a. Morgan mare. 


Compared to all the «bra hybrids so 


f;ir produced from other animals by the 
anitrml industry bureau, the one "from 
the Morgan mare is by long odds the 
handsomest. Its caot at present is a 
beautiful bay, and the markings on the 
legs are well defined. The dam's dispo- 
sition seems to predominate, and present 
indications in that conection point to 
a tractable animal of splendid action 
and conformation at maturity. The new 
"liv»!y critter" is cavorting about in a 
pasture on 
the 
experiment farm at 


Bcltsville, Md., and causing her dam to 
keep a close eye on her progeny's an- 
tics, lest she come to grief in her ef- 
forts to establish new speed marks. 


May Have Commercial Value. 


The bureau believes the zebra-horse 


has commercial possibilities. 
The ani- 


tnal has marked qualities, and the mat- 
in-; direct should he readily obtained 
if young zebras aro raised with horses 
and not allowed to associate with their 
own kind.

Eight hundred persona attended the 


dedication. 
One of the speakers was 


George Helvey, for many years a pony 
express rider and frieghter oa the Ore- 
gon trail. 


A letter was read from an uncle of 


George Winslow, written to the widow, 
telling her of the sickness, death and 
burial of her husband. The letter told 
how the. dying man longed to see his 
beloved ones before he went, and to 
them he sent fond messages. 


A number of school children partici- 


pated in the exercises. Headed by their 
teacher, who carried a big American 
flag, they marched from their school 
house a short distance away to take 
part in the ceremonies. 


It was by the merest accident that Or- 


rin learned where his father was buried. 
Mrs. A. F. Steele, of Fairbury, Neb, 
wife of a former lieutenant governor of 
the state and a member of the D. A. E., 
happened to be in 'Washington 
two 


years ago. There she met Mrs. Orrin 
Winslow, who, learning that the was 
from Southeastern Nebraska, told the 
story of the father of her husband, and 
asked her if she had ever heard' where 
he was buried. Mrs. Steele had not, 
but when she reached home she mention- 
ed the matter to one of the old citizens. 
He at oace informed her that George 
Winslow had been buried a short dis- 
tance from Fan-bury, and the Winslows 
were notified. 


The -i.idow had vainly sought to lo- 


cate the gravo of her young husband, 
and before she died she exacted a prom- 
ise from her son that he would con- 
tinue the search. 


When Jesse Winslow told her of the 


death of her husband she was under the 
impression that he had been buried on 
what is now Kansas soil. This ex- 
plained why the Winslows were unable 
•to locate' the spot.

WOMEN OFFICE SEEKERS THOSE WHO OP 


POSED SUFFRAGE, SAYS NOTED LEADER

j Sta Francisco, CaL, Sov. 15.—'. 
•Carrie Chapman Catt, president of the 
' -International Women's Suffrage alliance, j 


|«tumed to the United States recently 
Ijftfter vi«iting South Africa, India, China, 
iJTapan, Java and the Philippines for the 
"purpose of investigating the opportuni- 
ties women have to exercise suffrage in 
these countries and their general condi- 
ition, especially ic matters of education. 


The surprising fact learned by Mrs. 


Cktt is that, while worsen in America 
have been struggling for political recog- 
nition here on an equality with men, 
the cause of womanhood in the far east 
is also advancing, and that in some 
places woman is already taking a place 
IB governmental affairs. 


"When I left this country nearly two 


•vears ago in company with Mrs. A. 
Letta Jacobs, president of the Xethe- 
lands Suffrage association, we did not 
erpect to find the women of the coun- 
tries we visited awake and alive to the 
movement," said Mrs. Catt. "We were 
under the impression that in the parti- 
tion of governmental affairs women had 
been left out entirely. 


"To 'our surprise we found that in 


jinany places woman has been afforded 
j the right of participation in their gov- 
jermnents. In many 
places 
in India, 


1 where the right of municipal govern- 
Iment has been accorded, woman is active 
\to the extent of not only having the 


right to vote, but also to take part in 
the government. 


"In Rangoon, the /ipital of Burmah 


province, the women have voted for 30 
Tears. In Java and Malay the political 
rights of men, such a* they are, have 
been shared by-the women for years. 


"At Canton 
and 
the 
province of 


Kwantung we found that women are sit- 
iting in the body' of government which 
•corresponds to our congress. We at- 
tended one of the sessions, and it was 
interesting to see not less than a half 
dozen women, all clad in trousers, as- 
sisting the men in devising laws. 


"There is considerable sentiment for 


suffrage in Japan and the movement 
will make vast strides thore in a few 
years. 


"Probably the greatest problem be- 


fore the "women is presented in the 
Philippines. Thore is not an American 


; in the Philippines today who will not 


'• say that tin- women of the islands arc 
: far superior to the men. In fact, th" 


only hope of the islands and other por- 
tions of the far enst remains in their 
women. 


"They aloin- are industrious and are 


' beginning to recognize the. necessity of 
. rearing their children to better things

now being extended to the girls, and 
there is little question that ultimately 
the influence of good womanhood will 
tend to raise the people to a higher 
plane."

coat of Mrs. Wellington Gregg, one of 
San Francisco's society leaders, is held 
by the local customs officials. 


When the valuable coat, which was 


left by Mrs. Gregg in London for re- 
pairs when 
she 
was abroad a few 


months ago, arrived here by express in 
bond to the owner it was seized by spe- 
cial treasury agents and is being held 
on account of a complication of govern- 
ment red tape. 


Sot only is the sealskin garment held 


up by the federal authorities pending 
appraisement for the dutiable repairs 
which were made abroad, but there is 
an international feature to the. deten- 
tion of the sealskin which may subject 
Mrs. Gregg to a great deal of annoy- 
ance. 


Under the fisheries treaty between 


the United States, Great Britain, Rus- 
sia and Japan, Mrs. Gregg's scaskin may 
be confiscated unless she can furnish 
proof in proper form 
that the seals 


whose hides were used in the making of 
her identical coat were not subject to 
pelagic sealing; that is, the seals were 
not slaughtered by poachers on land, but 
were killed in accordance with interna- 
tional treaty, in the waters specified by 
the treaty. 


Mrs Gregg as yet has had no oppor- 


tunity of making her representations or 
claims for her valuable sealskin. 


At the customs house it was admitted 


by Collector Frederick S. Stratton that 
the case was an extraordinary one, ;and 
the first one to come up since the fish- 
eries treaty had been signed. 


The records' of the port show that 


Mrs. Gregg duly registered her sealskin 
cloak when she left here for Europe 
last spring, but it appears that this 
fact does not relieve the situation to 
any appreciable extent. 


The matter of appraisement for the 


enhanced value, if any. as a result of 
the repairs made abroad will likely be

"Such candy," said Dr. La Wall, "can 


be, and usually is, puiv. and wholesome, 
as in it are used only sugar or molasses, 
glucose, flavors and colors, the total 
cost of which to the manufacturer will 
not aggregate more than six or seven 
cents a pound, and as all candy contains 
more moisture (added in its prcparn- 
tion) than is naturally present in the 
ingredients, another 
element of profit 


usually overlooked is apparent. 


"When we consider the higher priced 


candies and the causes for their high 
prices we find that not only is labor ex 
pended on them greater in proportion 


(many of them bein^ made entirely by

latter are usually • played with by the 
child before eating, with results that 
would make a bacteriologist hold up his 
hands in horror.

in public places.

2. To secure the enforcement of laws 


and ordinances against blasphemy 'and 
foul language. 
' 


3. To stop the public singing of ri- 


bald and suggestive songs. 


4. To conduct a campaign of educa- 


tion in favor of clean language. 


"That there is an urgent need for such 


an organized movement is generally rec- 
ognized," said Dr. Russell. "Never1-be- 
fore was the use of foul language in 
public BO unfortunately prevalent as at 
the 
present time. Never -was there 


greater need 
for 
the ' expression of 


healthy public opinion on the subject. 


"The ears of our wives, sisters and 


daughters are continually assailed by 
the improper language used on our pub- 
lic streets,'sometimes thoughtlessly, by 
those who should know better, but more 
often by young men and .boys who have 
been permitted by a lax rjublia opinion 
to acquire the vicious habit of low and 
impure speech.
